A butter fat  differential  of  7.4 
cents  for  each  one- tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below 
the  3.5%  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per 
hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The

The  $4.02  price  for  July  1961,  is  43  cents  above  the  June  1961 
price.

PRODUCTION  AND  UTILIZATION 


Approved  producers  shipped  15,441,290  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  market  during  July  1961,  of  which  10,885,298  pounds  or  70.5%  was  utilized 
in  Class  I.  Production  was  down  8.5%  from  June  1961.  Class  I utilization  of 
producer  milk  was  down  slightly  from  June  1961. 

There  were  963  producers  on  the  market  for  July  1961.  Average 
production  per  farm  per  day  was  517  pounds  compared  with  584  pounds  for  June. 

SUPPORT  PRICE  ON  SPRAY  AND  ROLLER  POWDER  INCREASED 

USDA  support  price  on  U.  S.  extra  grade  or  higher  spray  powder  has 
been  increased  from  15.90$  per  pound  to  16.40$  per  pound  and  roller  powder  from 
13.90$  per  pound  to  14.40$  per  pound,  for  products  produced  from  July  18,  1961 
through  March  31,  1962.
